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Schools revolution 

‘worth celebrating*

THE high standards in Tower Ham- 
lets schools puts them among some 
of the best in the world, according 
to a report by academic experts. 

The assessment published last week, is one 
of the conclusions of an independent report 


analysing how the council transformed the 
performance of the borough's schools. 

In 1997 they were rated the worst in the 
country and the following year education 
watchdog Ofsted declared the council's ed- 
ucation department, the best-funded in the 
country, to be failing. 

Today, Tower Hamlets is seen as an 


educational success story: one of the few 
councils whose secondary maintained 
schools are all rated good or outstanding 
by Ofsted - and its exam results continue 
to improve, bucking the national trend. 

Three respected educational academics 
- Prof David Woods, Prof Chris Husbands 
and Dr Chris Brown - have analysed how

this turnaround was achieved 
in a new report called Trans- 
forming Education for All: the 
Tower Hamlets Story. 

The report concludes: “The ex- 
perience of Tower Hamlets since 
1998 is inspirational. It shows that 
improvement is not only possi- 
ble but achievable, that im- 
provement in some schools does 
not need to be bought at the ex- 
pense of others and that im- 
provement, once attained, can not 
only be sustained but surpassed. 

“As a result, it is not unrea- 
sonable to argue that what 
Tower Hamlets has created are 


some of the best urban schools 
in the world. 

“This is a genuinely exceptional 
achievement, worth celebrat- 
ing, worth understanding, but, 
above all, worth learning from.'' 

Welcoming the report, Mayor 
Lutfur Rahman said: “The trans- 
fomration of the borough's schools 
is a wonderful success story. 

“This success has been hard 
won. It is the result of tremen- 
dous work by students, parents, 
headteachers, school staff, coun- 
cil officers and politicians over 
the past 15 years.''

Green light for St Clement’s

CONSTRUCTION work to 
redevelop the former St 
Clement’s Hospital site in 
Mile End is due to start this 
spring after the council’s 
planning committee gave 
the scheme the green light. 

At a meeting on December 11, 
the committee granted East 
London Community Land Trust 
planning permission to devel- 
op the site. 

More than 250 new homes 
will be built on the site, which 
was originally constructed as a 
workhouse. 

Of the properties, 23 will be 
a new form of permanently 
affordable' Community Land 
Tmst (CLT) homes, which are the 
first of their kind in the capital. 
Peabody housing association 
will manage 51 social-rented 
homes on the site, and other 
properties will be sold or let 
at prices which are deemed 
affordable. 


Unlike other types of housing, 
the cost of CLT homes will be 
based on what people on aver- 
age incomes can afford, rather 
than a percentage of the mar- 
ket rate. 

In addition to the residential 
properties, the front building, on 
Mile End Road, will be home to 
a cafe and community centre. 

After it has been completed, 
freehold of the site, which is cur- 
rently owned by the mayor of 
London and the Greater London 
Authority, will be gifted to a new 
community foundation. 

Dave Smith, director of the 
East London CLT, said: “These 
will be genuinely affordable 
homes, at prices that local peo- 
ple on local wages can actual- 
ly afford. We need community 
land trusts across London to 
ensure that our great city 
doesn't become a home for 
only the rich and the ruthless/' 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said he 
was delighted that the council 
was working with the CLT at St 


Clement's Hospital. “This new 
development will contribute 
to providing more affordable 
housing and regeneration in our 
borough,'' he said. 


Mile End East councillor 
Rachael Saunders added: “Get- 
ting planning permission for the 
permanently affordable homes 
is a huge achievement, and a 


step towards proving another 
way of tackling our housing 
crisis is possible/'

End Life’s closure 


Free Leadership Classes for Women 


A NEW law is set to receive 
approval in Parliament 
this week, giving govern- 
ment ministers the pow- 
er to order the closure of 
East End Life. 

According to the council, the 
paper exists to promote the 
authority's services and policies, 
foster good community rela- 
tions, support residents through 
welfare reform changes and 
promote a positive image of 
the borough. All the costs of 
production are met through 
advertising revenue. 

In 2011, the government intro- 
duced guidance setting out the 
principles by which councils can 
communicate with local people. 

The seven principles includ- 
ed the need to be lawful, to be 
^ ■ 


cost effective and to have regard 
to equality and diversity. 

This guidance also said that 
council publications should not 
be issued more than quarterly 
- except for parish councils. 

A council review in May 2011 
recommended that East End 
Life should continue as a week- 
ly publication as this was the 
most cost-effective method of 
reaching a diverse population. 

It identified that closing the 
paper could cost more as it 
contained housing options lists, 
planning applications and de- 
tails of council services, all of 
which would need to be pub- 
lished in any case. 

The government says coun- 
cil publications are one-sided 
and stifle commercial news- 


papers by taking advertising. 

But the National Union of 
Journalists, the Local Govern- 
ment Association (LGA) and a 
House of Commons Select Com- 
mittee report say there is no link 
between the small number of 
council publications across the 
country and the trend in the clo- 
sure of local newspapers. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman has re- 
quested a review examining the 
options available to the coun- 
cil and this will be available in 
the New Year. Residents will also 
be asked to offer their views 
about the future of East End Life. 

Other councils that produce 
a publication weekly or fort- 
nightly include Hackney Green- 
wich, Waltham Forest and Nene 
Valley in the Midlands.

Vital help thanks 
to hamper appeal

STUDENTS at Stepney 
Green School have been 
supporting Tower Ham- 
lets food banks as part of 
their Christmas Hamper 
Appeal. 

Inspired by the charity Free the 
Children, an international organ- 
isation which empowers chil- 
dren to be the envoys of charity 
and social change, the pupils ran 
a campaign to help the under- 
privileged in the community. 


Led by head boy Jasim Ahmed 
and a team of dedicated mem- 
bers of the school council, the 
project has already collected 
around £500 worth of food and 
the school is projecting a final 
figure of double that by the end 
of the campaign. 

Food banks have become 
vital aid to families who often 
skip meals in order to cope 
with rising bills. 

The team of campaigners 
also led assemblies to educate 
their peers on the impact of the 


recent austerity measures and 
highlight the importance of 
food banks. 

Head teacher Paramjit 
Bhutta heaped praise on his 
students, saying: “The generos- 
ity of the pupils and their 
families never ceases to 
amaze me.”

Put safety first 
this Christmas

MANY people will be let- 
ting their hair down over 
the Christmas and New 
Year period - but it’s im- 
portant that people don’t 
let their guard down too. 

Sadly, this is one of the most 
common times of the year to 
suffer an accident or become a 
victim of crime. 

A lot of people will enjoy a 
drink over Christmas and the 
New Year. Having a drink with 
family friends and colleagues 
comes with responsibility to 
look after yourself and others, 
and to know your limits. 

Men should not regularly 
drink more than 3-4 units of al- 
cohol a day. Women should not 
regularly drink more than 2-3 
units a day. 

One unit of alcohol is equiv- 
alent to 25ml of spirits; one 
glass of wine is a little more 
than one unit and a 330ml bot- 
tle of six per cent beer or lager 
is two units. 

Drinking more than six units 
in one go is classed as binge 
drinking and is harmful to your 
health. If you've had a heavy 
drinking session, avoid alcohol 
for 48 hours. 

Our advice to people to stay 
safe over the holiday season is 
not to place yourself in a risky 
situation and not to do things 
you wouldn't normally do. 

Research shows people who 
have been drinking are more at 


risk of being the victim, or the 
perpetrator, of attacks and sex- 
ual assaults. 

Remember to drink safe and 
stay safe. Relaxing and enjoying 
the festivities does not have to 
mean having too much to drink. 

Some pointers for staying 
safe during the celebrations: 

■ Don't drink too much. Know 
your limit and stick to it. 

■ Never leave your drink unat- 
tended or accept drinks from a 
stranger. If a drink tastes unusu- 
al or smells odd do not drink it. 

■ Make sure you and your 
friends have made arrange- 
ments to get home. 

■ Always use a pre-booked 
taxi from a reputable firm, don't 
accept a lift from a stranger. 

■ Avoid walking home alone. 

■ Avoid confrontation - walk 
away from trouble. 

■ Pace your drinks - drink wa- 
ter or soft drinks during the 
evening and don't drink on an 
empty stomach. 

■ Don't mix drink and drugs. 
We want you to have a great 

time when you head out on the 
town with your friends, but re- 
member to stay safe at the 
same time to ensure your big 
night is memorable for all the 
right reasons!

‘Working together with respect’

THREE men have been 
jailed after pleading guilty 
to public order offences 
in Whitechapel in the 
summer. 

And the role of the council, the 
police and community leaders 
and the bravery of a victim 
have been praised for their part 
in bringing the men to justice. 

All three men pleaded guilty 
in September to charges of 
causing alarm and distress 
during incidents in June. They 
included confronting and homo- 
phobically abusing a man in 
the borough. 

In a demonstration of Tower 
Hamlets' pledge for No Place for 


Hate, the police, council and 
organisations from the LGBT 
(lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans- 
gender) community made an 
appeal for the victim and 
witnesses to come forward. 

The strength of the cam- 
paign and the support provid- 
ed by police officers and LGBT 
representatives led to the victim 
coming forward and support- 
ing the investigation. 

Sentencing the individuals at 
the Old Bailey on December 6, 
Judge Poulet said: “The good 
thing about Great Britain is 
the tolerance and respect shown 
to other individuals." 

Jordan Horner, 19, from 
Walthamstow, pleaded guilty 
to two charges of assault and 


two public order offences and 
was sentenced to 17 months 
imprisonment. 

Ricardo McFarlane, 26, of 
no fixed address, pleaded 
guilty to one count of affray 
and received 12 months 
imprisonment. 

Another man, who was not 
named for legal reasons, 
pleaded guilty to two public 
order offences and received a 
24-week sentence. 

Jack Gilbert from Rainbow 
Hamlets, the Tower Hamlets 
LGBT community agency, said: 
“We are very pleased indeed 
with this outcome. This opera- 
tion was a model of how the 
police, community and local 
authority should work togeth- 


er, with transparency and 
mutual respect." 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Wendy Morgan from Tower 
Hamlets police said: “The appeal 
for the victim of the homo- 
phobic attack was significant in 
this investigation. 

“We are thankful for his 
courage and for all the wit- 
nesses in this case who 
reported to the police and who 
were then spared the ordeal of 
giving evidence." 

Dilowar Khan, director of the 
London Muslim Centre, said: 
“Hate has no place on the streets 
of Tower Hamlets, or any oth- 
er street in Britain. Those who 
seek to impose their narrow 
views on others - those who in 


fact do not even know the 
religion they claim to be cham- 
pioning - should be ashamed of 
their actions." 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “I 
am proud that Tower Hamlets 
is No Place for Hate and we will 
continue to use all means nec- 
essary to prevent anyone from 
undermining the cohesiveness 
of our communities." 

Alan Green, chair of Tower 
Hamlets No Place for Hate and 
the Tower Hamlets Inter Faith 
Forum, said: “We continue to be 
proud of the vibrant diversity of 
Tower Hamlets. 

“It is diversity to be celebrat- 
ed but it also needs to be defend- 
ed against anyone who seeks to 
undermine it." 


A WOMAN who lost friends in 
Typhoon Haiyan, which struck 
her country of origin just over 
a month ago, has been touched 
by the support she has received 
from people in Tower Hamlets. 

Adelita Hicklin has lived in the 
UK for ten years. Although 
members of her family sur- 
vived the disaster in early No- 
vember, her close friends are 
believed to have died. 

Adelita, who lives in 
Whitechapel, said she had been 
scanning social media sites for 
news about relatives and friends. 

With support and a cash do- 
nation from Andy Rider, rector at 
Christ Church Spitalfields, and 
members of the congregation, 
Adelita told East End Life that she 
has been able to send cash and 
food to evacuation centres. 


A VOLUNTEER who visited 
Srebrenica in Bosnia to find 
out more about the genocide 
of 1995 says he has returned 
with a determination to 
combat hatred and promote 
equality. 

Nahim Ahmed, 23, from 
Whitechapel was among 24 
people selected from the UK 
to take part in Remembering 
Srebrenica, a UK charitable 
initiative, which organises 
visits to learn from the 
genocide and victims' lives 
and raises awareness to 
encourage the public to 
reject hatred and build good 
community relations. 
Delegates met prominent 
figures in Bosnia, including 
the Grand Mufti Husein 
Kavazovic, Cabinet Minister 
Salmir Kaplan and Nigel 
Casey, British Ambassador 
in Bosnia. 

All the delegates, including 
Nahim and Tower Hamlets 
residents Abu Talha 
Choudhury and Mahboob 
Alom - all recent 
postgraduate students from 
SOAS University - were 
asked to pledge to do at least 
one thing to raise awareness 
about the genocide, and in 
turn, work towards the 
rejection of racism, hatred 
and extremism.

Nahim told East End Life 
that he plans to visit schools 
to talk about the 
consequences of hatred. 

“I gained so much from the 
visit. It was a history lesson 
and made me more aware 
of what has happened 
around the world.

N-ice work as council 
plan to keep you safe

COUNCIL staff, contrac- 
tors and gritters are on 
standby to keep the bor- 
ough’s roads, cycle paths 
and pavements safe to 
use in the event of ice and 
extreme winter weather 
conditions. 

The gritting vehicles are ready 
for action and have access to 
1,800 tonnes of salt. 

The council receives four fore- 
casts a day from the Met Office 
so staff know what weather to 
expect and when to expect it. 
There is also a five-day forecast 


to enable longer term planning. 

When bad weather is predict- 
ed, council contractors grit roads 
in advance of icy conditions and 
snow. 

It is not practicable to plough 
snow in the borough because of 
traffic islands, parked vehicles 
and the needs of pedestrians. 

The winter standby service 
began on November 1 and con- 
tinues for 19 weeks until the end 
of the second week of March. 

When snow falls and it is too 
slippery to sweep, the council's 
road sweepers will salt footways 
instead, with priority given to 
area such as entrances to hos- 


pital, health centres/surgeries 
and schools, care homes and day 
care and children's centres. 

Busy public transport areas, 
shopping centres and other ar- 
eas of high footfall are also giv- 
en priority. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman, said: 
“The comprehensive planning 
and weather monitoring put in 
place over the period means that 
we are as prepared as we can 
be to tackle the coming winter 
weather, helping to protect es- 
sential services such as Meals 
on Wheels, refuse collections 
and emergency vehicles.'' 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid 


Ahmed said: “We make every ef- 
fort to keep the borough mov- 
ing during heavy snowfall and 
ice. 

“This year we are paying par- 
ticular attention to gritting our 
network of off-road cycle paths.”

ACCIDENTS can happen in 
the excitement of 
Christmas, caused by 
anything from children’s 
toys, Christmas tree lights 
and carelessness when 
cooking food. 

The council's trading stan- 
dards team is warning resi- 
dents to be wary of counterfeit 
toys and gifts. 

Production of these goods is 
unregulated, which means the 
quality is often low. 

They are also potentially dan- 
gerous, from fabric that contains 
dyes that are harmful to the 
skin, to shoddy electronics that 
could start a house fire. The sale 
of these items can also be link- 


ed to serious organised crime. 

When you buy toys for 
children, also make sure they are 
for the correct age group and 
from reputable sources. 

If your Christmas lights are 
old, consider buying new ones 
as these will meet higher 
safety standards. Turn them 
off when leaving the house or 
going to bed. 

And don't forget about food 
safety when you are cooking. 
Bacteria are often present in raw 
foods so make sure you fully 
cook meats and poultry, and 
thoroughly wash raw vegeta- 
bles and fruits. 

Don't leave your turkey or 
joints of meat out at room tem- 
perature for long periods of 
time after they are cooked. Try 


to serve quickly, or cool rapidly 
and put in the fridge. 

Wash hands frequently, and 
make sure your children do 
the same. 

Always keep raw and cooked 
foods separate, and use differ- 
ent utensils when preparing 
them. 

Thaw meat in the refrigera- 
tor, never on the counter top.

FESTIVE revellers are being 
encouraged to get home 
safely by using a pre- 
booked minicab or a black 
cab this Christmas. 

All minicabs must be licensed 
by Transport for London (TfL) 
and booked through a licensed 
minicab operator - and only 
black cabs can be stopped by 
customers on the street. 

Minicabs are breaking the 
law if they accept a fare with- 
out a booking being made first. 

Police officers and TfL's taxi 
and private hire compliance 
officers will be stepping up en- 
forcement activity to deal with 
unbooked minicabs at hotspots 
across London, to help keep the 
public safe as they travel home 


at night over the festive period. 

Chief Superintendent Sultan 
Taylor of the Safer Transport 
Command said: “We are com- 
mitted to reducing the number 
of cab-related sexual offences 
and our officers are on the 
streets of the capital during 
the festive season giving women 
safe travel information to ensure 
they have safe and secure jour- 
neys home. 

“After a night out it can be 
tempting to jump into the first 
minicab you see, but by doing 
so you could be putting yourself 
at risk. Booking a minicab will 
ensure that there is a record of 
the journey and it will be car- 
ried out by a licensed driver in 
a licensed, insured car.''

Report finds Tower Hamlets could 
lead the way in improving schools 

Borough's story demonstrates deprivation is not destiny and is an inspiring example 


BY IAN READ 


THE authors of Transforming Edu- 
cation for All: the Tower Hamlets 
Story compiled their report after 
poring through hundreds of docu- 
ments, running an in-depth ques- 
tionnaire with head teachers and 
interviewing key personnel, past 
and present. 

And they said other local authorities in 
areas of deprivation around the world could 
learn the lessons of Tower Hamlets, par- 
ticularly as the improvement of schools was 
borough-wide, rather than simply focus- 
ing on a few schools. 

They said: “The Tower Hamlets story 
demonstrates that deprivation is not des- 
tiny and is an inspiring example to other 
schools, local authorities and the education 
system as a whole of what can be achieved." 

Just last week on a visit to St Paul's Way 
Trust School in Bow, Sir Michael 
Wilshaw, Chief Inspector of Schools In Eng- 
land and head of Ofsted, held up the 
school as an example of excellence. 

“Here I am in a school that is extreme- 
ly well led with a head teacher with high 
expectations for all the children who come 
here and teachers that have bought into 
the idea. 

“There is an intolerance of mediocrity and 
intolerance of poor performance - and no 
excuses here," he said. 

The authors of the report, published last 
Wednesday, attributed the dramatic im- 
provement to seven key factors: 

■ ambitious leadership at all levels 

■ very effective school improvement 

■ high quality teaching and learning 
high levels of funding 

■ external integrated services 

■ community development and 
partnerships 

■ a resilient approach to external gov- 
ernment policies and pressure. 

They cite numerous examples of prac- 
tice and policy from which other local au- 
thorities can learn. 

For example, as well as attracting and re- 
taining high quality teachers, there was a 
focus on improving literacy at primary 
school so standards would therefore later 
improve at secondary school. 

There was a rigorous focus on results and

monitoring progress through data, and 
investment in education with money 
spent wisely. 

The council also resisted the politically 
motivated pressure to build new school 
academies since it already had high-trust 
relationships with its maintained schools 
that now perform very well 

More teaching assistants and other staff 
from the community were placed in 
schools to support teachers, and schools 
have also been encouraged to work together 
and support neighbouring schools which 
may be struggling. 

The authority took decisive action if lead- 
ership was found wanting: of 48 schools 
causing concern or in Ofsted categories, 42 
head teachers were replaced. 

Establishing links with commerce 
resulted in business mentoring for 
secondary students offering access to a 
regular meeting with an adviser from the 
business world. 

The authors cite GCSE results as one clear 
indicator of the change over the past 15 
years. In 1998, just 26 per cent of students 
gained five or more higher-grade GCSEs, well 
below the national average of 43 per cent. 

In 2012, 61.8 per cent of students 
achieved five GCSE grades A*- C in- 
cluding English and maths, higher than 


the national average of 59.4 per cent. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “It is im- 
possible to thank everyone who has been 
part of this remarkable transformation but 
all those who have been involved in edu- 
cation in Tower Hamlets since 1998 should 
feel enormous pride in an achievement that 
is being held up as a shining example to 
communities around the world. 

“However, this report is not the end of 
the journey. There is still much to be done 
to ensure every child in Tower Hamlets 
receives a world-class education." 

Cllr Oliur Rahman, cabinet member for 
children, schools and families, said: “I 
share the report authors' judgment that 
Tower Hamlets has some of the best urban 
schools in the world and I would like to 
thank everyone involved. 

“Education is a top priority of this ad- 
ministration and, as the authors point out, 
we refuse to accept that poverty should 
hold back our young people from fulfilling 
their potential. 

“We have launched several ground- 
breaking initiatives over the past few 
years, including the Mayor's Education 
Award, the Mayor's Higher Education 
Award and free school meals, to help en- 
sure our schools not only stay among the 
best, but that they get even better."

X-BOXES, iPads, Nerf guns, Furby 
Booms... 2013’s must-have gifts 
would have baffled the young East 
Enders of 1940. 

For cockneys it was the first real wartime 
Christmas, a time of absent parents, 'make 
do and mend' and, very possibly, a day spent 
down in the shelter. This, as American jour- 
nalist Quentin Reynolds, reported, was “a 
Christmas spent underground". 

Reynolds was the London correspondent 
of popular news magazine Collier's Weekly, 
and he voiced a cinema newsreel for the folks 
on the other side of the Atlantic, yet to en- 
ter the war at that stage. The accompanying 
film showed a forester harvesting Christmas 
trees, but only small ones. 

“There is no demand for large trees in Eng- 
land this Christmas," intoned Reynolds. 
“They wouldn't fit in the shelters, cellars and 
basements" where Londoners would be cel- 
ebrating. “There's no need for Americans to 
feel sorry for the English," he went on. “The 
English don't feel sorry for themselves." 

We should forgive the typical American 
solecism of confusing England with Britain. 
Stationed in London, the reporter was an eye 
witness to cockneys under many months of 
continual (for a long period continuous) 
bombardment, and he was touched and hum- 
bled by Londoners' stoicism and black humour. 

Other newsreels from that Christmas of 
1940 show an impressive disregard for 
health and safety remarkable to modern 
eyes. Families snuggle in their blankets 
around a fully decked tree on an Under- 
ground platform and mothers move back 
and forward with cakes and puddings, as 
trains arrive and pull out just inches away. 
Those who spent that December on the plat- 
forms of the Central Line, remember trains 
stopping and passengers stepping over their 
recumbent forms. 

After the 'Phoney War', when the decla-

ration of hostilities in September 1939 had 
been followed by a period of unexpected 
calm, this was East Enders' first real expe- 
rience of the horror of a Christmas under 
fire. Many children had been evacuated and 
spent Christmas in the countryside, but 
many more had returned to London by the 
Autumn of the following year. But from Sep- 
tember 1940, bombing happened in earnest. 
From September 7, the Luftwaffe hit the East 
End and docks for 76 consecutive nights. Be- 
tween then and May 1941, there would be 
20,000 Londoners killed, many more injured, 
and a million London homes destroyed. 

But down in the shelters, parents were 
making the best of things, and the most of 
what little they had. There was rationing 
of course, and precious little to buy, even 
if you had the money. Typical Christmas 
treats, such as a children's annual, were 
withdrawn due to paper rationing. Even 
board games were hard to come by. So dad 
might be carving a toy animal from scrap 
pieces of wood, while mum would be un- 
picking old garments, using the wool to knit 
something new for Christmas. 

The traditional Christmas dinner was se- 
verely hit. Turkeys weren't available in any 
quantity, as a family of four's meat ration 
wouldn't even cover a small chicken. The 
most likely option was a home-reared 
bird or rabbit (and for the children the shock 
disappearance of the family pet). Home 
grown veg (Victoria Park and any other 
spare scrap of land was turned over to al- 
lotments) would form the bulk of the 
meal. Rations would be saved up, to stock- 
pile enough bacon, butter, suet, margarine 
and ham to make an approximation of a 
Christmas dinner. Fruit and nuts were 
largely imported, so had become scarce and 
costly, and that made Christmas cakes and 
puddings a challenge. Booze was prohibi- 
tively pricey too. 

Yet somehow, with nothing much to 
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spend and less to buy, Londoners made mer- 
ry .. ish. Indulgence and waste was frowned 
upon - gifts were a frivolous use of scarce 
resources. Travel was restricted too, so 
there was little hope of seeing the relatives. 
Air raid friendly gifts emerged, such as sleep- 
ing bags, flasks, even gas masks for dolls. 
A popular gift was a War Bond... a way of 
being generous and helping the War Effort. 
Almost Liomillion in bonds were sold in 
the week before Christmas 1940. 

And so East Enders settled down, in their 
cellars and shelters to listen to the Christ- 
mas entertainment, with BBC radio broad- 
casts of the King's Speech, a Christmas 
service from the ruins of Coventry Cathe- 
dral, and variety shows such as ITMA, with 
popular comic Tommy Handley. At the cin- 
ema they were watching expat cockney 
Charlie Chaplin satirising Hitler in The Great 
Dictator - however bad things got, Lon- 
doners wanted a laugh. There was the pub 
too and there was the church. Then, as now, 
far more of us discovered our religious side 
come Christmas, though church bells 
couldn't be rung as they were being saved 
to signal an invasion. 

Over Christmas there was an unofficial 
lull in the bombing, with both the RAF and 
the Luftwaffe ceasing raids for two days. 
But over the night of December 29 and 30 
1940, the attacks resumed with terrifying 
ferocity, with more than 24,000 high ex- 
plosive bombs and 100,000 incendiary 
bombs dropped on the capital. The 'Second 
Great Fire of London' killed 160 civilians that 
night, many more dying of injuries sus-

tained in the days that followed. Fourteen 
firemen died and 250 were injured, 19 
churches, 31 guild halls and all of Paternoster 
Row were raised. And, famously, the flames 
came to the very door of St Paul's. But now, 
again, an interesting psychology emerges. 
The iconic image of St Paul, sitting among 
smoke, flame and rubble was used in both 
German and British newspapers. But while 
the Berliner Illustrierte Zeitung used it as 
proof that the Blitz was working, the Dai- 
ly Mail, Express, Mirror, Sketch and Evening 
News and the rest used an almost identi- 
cal image on their front pages (albeit with 
some of the damaged buildings cropped 
out). To Londoners it was a sign that, how- 
ever bad things got, London (with St Paul's 
as an indomitable icon) would survive. 

Perhaps the most moving images are 
from a Christmas just after the war. Now 
it is 1947, and a Christmas tree can be bright- 
ly lit, with no risk of an ARP warden ordering 
'Put that light out.' 

The venue: Trafalgar Square. The tree: a 
Norwegian spmce donated, for the first time 
that year, by the city of Oslo. It's a gift to 
the people of London, in thanks for British 
support from 1940-45, and the same gift has 
arrived each year since. A symbol perhaps 
of how the forces of darkness had failed to 
obliterate the spirit of Londoners, of Britons 
and of their allies. 

Despite the bombs, the privations and the 
loss of life, that spirit had flickered into life 
each year to celebrate every wartime 
Christmas, however little was in the stock- 
ing or on the table.

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On this months walk, Graham 
Barker discovers a strange kind 
of paradise around Columbia 
Road.

WANDER around Columbia Road on 
a Sunday morning and you can en- 
joy the barrow-boy banter and 
dazzling displays at the flower 
market. On weekdays it’s quieter but 
there’s still plenty to see - a city 
farm, housing heritage, craft shops 
and cafes. 


We start this month's walk about halfway 
along Hackney Road, by the junction with 
Warner Place. It's easy enough to get here 
as several bus services stop nearby. 

The former Queen Elizabeth Hospital for 
Children (1) stands on the corner of Gold- 
smith's Row. Founded by Quaker sisters Ellen 
and Maty Phillips in 1867, after a devastating 
cholera epidemic, the hospital met a press- 
ing need for paediatric healthcare until 1998. 
Now looking forlorn, there are moves 
afoot to re-develop the site. 

Goldsmiths Row itself took its name from 
the Goldsmiths' Company almshouses 
built here in 1703. Alongside, Hackney 
City Farm (2) is home to a bike repair work- 
shop and organic veg box scheme, as well 
as Larry the donkey and golden Guernsey 
goats, Charlock and Clover.

On Hackney Road, keep your eyes peeled 
for the old Nag's Head pub - there's a 
horse's head inset into the wall - and the Tu- 
ilerie Street sign on the fringes of Hagger- 
ston Park; the name harks back to the 
Georgian tile-making works that flourished 
hereabouts. 

The shopping parades offer an eclectic mix: 
leather bags, picture framing, furniture, 
cafe-galleries and a shop hand-crafting 
wooden spoons. 

At the junction with Oueensbridge Road, 
head left. The Nag's Head Estate (3) - part 
of Peabody Trust - frames either side of Ho- 
ratio Street; you might take a peek at the left- 
hand courtyard with elegant 1930s stair 
towers and balconies. 

Continue past the Nelson's Head - a hip 
hangout, picked out in mock-Tudor - and 
along the paved alleyway. The cafe behind 
Jones' Dairy once housed eight cows; it's one 
of several old cowsheds hereabouts. 

You emerge into Ezra Street's cobbled court- 
yard (4), surrounded by a jumble of Victo- 
rian workshops. There's a sense of stepping 
back in time here and it has often been used 
for filming - Goodnight Sweetheart was 
based around the Royal Oak pub.

Head right, along Ezra Street. The Columbia 
Road Primary School mosaics feature beau- 
tiful botanical specimens, a hint at the 
flower market nearby. Ravenscroft Park 
faces you - you'll explore it later, but for now 
head right, past the pub's dazzling stripes. 

There's a glance along Shipton Street to 
the Sundial Centre (5) - a Peabody-managed 
day centre offering zumba classes, knitting 
circles and IT workshops for older people, with 
a vibrantly coloured extension behind. 

Designed by Skinner, Bailey & Lubetkin 
in the mid 1950s, the Dorset Estate (6) is dom- 
inated by two 11-storey Y-shaped blocks. It 
marked a shift towards using reinforced con- 
crete in municipal housing, with striking 
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The Nelson’s Head is a mock-Tudor hip hangout

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James Hammett House. The block names 
commemorate the Tolpuddle Martyrs - 


early trade unionists - and on high, the 
Bethnal Green borough emblem depicts the 
blind beggar. 

A circular structure - built as a library - 
now serves as a community centre and so- 
cial club. There's greenery too; stroll beside 
James Brine House and wander through 
Ravenscroft Park with its playground, ball 
court and benches. 

Aim for the 20-storey Sivill House, back 
on Columbia Road. Designed by the same 
architectural practice a decade later, its 
facade features interlocking concrete and 
brick C-shapes. 

It's hard to imagine that a colossal food 
market (7) once stood alongside here, built 


to cathedral proportions in a Gothic design. 

Bank-rolled by Angela Burdett-Coutts - 
who inherited the vast Coutts banking for- 
tune at the age of only 23 - Columbia Mar- 
ket was a well-meaning but somewhat 
misguided attempt to save costermongers 
from the streets. 

Opened in 1869 - with room for 400 stall- 
holders and inscriptions such as 'be sober, 
be vigilant, be pitiful, be courteous' - the (Main picture) The 
church-like setting didn't appeal to the alley next to Jones’ 
market men. Dairy on Ezra Street 

Attempts were made to reinvent it as a 
fish market, but it closed in 1886. After time (Left) The Jesus 
as workshops, it was demolished in 1958. All Hospital Estate has 
that remains is the granite gateway, topped pockets of greenery 


by a weathered lion, now serving as the 
nursery entrance. 

Continue to Leopold Buildings (8) - de- 
veloped in 1872 by the Improved Industri- 
al Dwellings Company, one of several 
philanthropic housing organisations active 
in late Victorian times. As company director 
Sir Sydney Waterlow proclaimed: “We look 
forward to the time when no family need 
be compelled to live in a single room.'' 

Originally residents reached their flats 
by tightly curling front staircases. But 
nowadays there are service towers at the 
rear, which you'll see as you wander along 
Gascoigne Place. 

At Virginia Road, turn left and continue 
beside Virginia Gardens. Ahead, the path- 
way snakes between houses; the open space 
marks the site of St Paul's Church, Blitzed 
in the war. 

You soon emerge back on Columbia 
Road, greeted by the Birdcage (9). Decked 
out in Truman's trademark green-tiled 
livery, this pub dates from 1827 but the Bird- 
cage is first mentioned in 1760; its name 
is a nod to the Huguenot pastime of bird 
breeding, and at one time the street was 
known as Birdcage Walk. Further along, look 
out for birdcages in the school mosaic. 

Columbia Road - and several streets to 
the south - together formed the Jesus Hos- 
pital Estate, some 350 houses built in the 
1860s. When you reach Ravenscroft Street, 
you might nip right to glimpse some of these 
terraces, framing the triangular green (10). 

Back on Columbia Road (11) there's a mix 
of unique gift shops, galleries and boutiques. 
Pop inside to browse what's on offer, in- 
cluding retro tableware, Mexican mirrors, 
garden pots, sewing accessories and sculp- 
tures. There are snack stops too, ranging 
from cupcakes and salmon beigels to au- 
thentic Spanish tapas and pizzas. 

Every Sunday morning, the street is 
transformed into London's most fragrant 
and colourful market. Arrive early for the 
best choice amongst the cut flowers, house- 
plants, orchids and bulbs. Alternatively, turn 
up around 2 o'clock to bag some last- 
minute bargains as the traders vie to shift 
their stock. 

As local historian Linda Wilkinson says 
in her fascinating new book on Columbia 
Road: “Much has changed, yet in this 21st 
century it remains a village in the middle 
of London and to those of us who live here, 
a strange kind of paradise.'' 

After taking it all in, stroll past the Guin- 
ness Trust block and clip alongside Ion Gar- 
dens to return to Hackney Road, the end 
of your walk.

Eating out, eating in 



Delicious stew 
minus the meat

HAVING purposely avoid- 
ed the hectic lunchtime 
rush I arrived at Canary 
Wharf to dot the Is and 
cross the Ts on my Xmas 
shopping list. 

I was pleasantly surprised at 
how much the Wharf had 
changed since my last trip. It 
seems there are new shops 
opening all the time. 

Having completed my initial 
reconnoitre, I decided that I had 
earned a break from my shop- 
ping. And perchance I came 
upon Le Pain Ouotidien - liter- 
ally translated as the Daily Bread 
- in the basement area beneath 
the Food Hall in Jubilee Place. 

Part of a chain, the restaurant 
specialises in organic food, 
especially (unsurprisingly) with 
a focus on their breads. 

The restaurant has a European 
'rustic' feel, which contrasts 
with the glitzy modern decor of 
the Wharf. I am shown to a 
booth by my waitress, am told 
what the daily specials are and 
for some reason I decide today 
to take on the persona of a 
slightly picky customer. 

I am very swiftly offered a 
menu and asked what I would 
like to order on a couple of oc- 
casions. I deflected these re- 


quests politely, initially asking for 
a glass of water and I then ask 
if it is possible to recharge my 
phone. My request is answered 
in the positive. On the third re- 
quest to order I ask a question 
about the menu but still don't 
order and the waiting staff don't 
miss a beat - they are unflap- 
pable, polite and gracious. 

I decide to order a combo of 
soup of the day - a sweet pota- 
to and chorizo concoction which 
comes with a piece of bread - 
and half a prosciutto and moz- 
zarella tartine (open sandwich). 


My order arrived veiy prompt- 
ly and my first impression was 
that it was a bit on the small side 
for the price requested. However, 
that is compensated for to an ex- 
tent by the quality of the food. 

The soup was very tasty in- 
deed, made with fresh vegeta- 
bles and very good chorizo. It 
was spicy without being over- 
bearingly so. I asked for some 
creme fraiche and although 
the request was met with mild 
bemusement, a swift visit to the 
kitchen saw the waitress return 
with a small pot of cream. 


The tartine was a really good 
example of good produce served 
sparingly. The proscuitto was a 
fine example of its ilk and it was 
well matched by slender slith- 
ers of mozzarella, sundried 
tomato and the slightest driz- 
zle of pesto - very tasty indeed. 

Overall, I'd have to say that I 
enjoyed my visit to Le Pain Ouo- 
tidien and I would be happy to 
recommend it to anyone want- 
ing to have their 'daily bread'.

NEW research from an in- 
dependent think tank has 
found that 32,000 house- 
holds in Tower Hamlets 
could be eligible for help 
from their energy 
providers to keep their 
homes warm this winter. 

The British Energy Aid Report 
was carried out by the New 
Policy Institute on behalf of 
Home Heat Helpline, which 
was established to provide im- 
partial advice to residents about 
the support that is available. 

Households with a disabled 


resident, those over the age of 
60, and households with chil- 
dren (or bringing up children 
alone) could be eligible for dis- 
counts, rebates or grants for new 
boilers and insulation. 

Last winter the Home Heat 
Helpline helped more than 
42,000 people across Britain 
with approximately £250 ener- 
gy savings per household. 

Many elderly and low in- 
come families could qualify for 
the £135 Warm Home discount 
on energy bills. In addition, the 
council is helping all residents 
in the borough to get the best 
energy deals possible through 


its energy co-op scheme, T.H.E 
Community Power. 

Launched last year to bring 
cheaper energy to the borough 
and to help residents out of fuel 
poverty, it is open to everyone 
and the more households that 
sign up, the cheaper the rates 
become for everyone.

Plants should be kept at a min- 
imum temperature of around 
13°C or 55°F in winter. So don't 
put outside until late spring. 

If you have planted up bowls 
of bulbs, keep them cool until 
the flower buds are showing. 
Then bring them into the 
warmth. Water sparingly 
while the bulbs are growing 
and continue watering 
until they are planted out 
after flowering.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

Manager Tony Sims threw in 
the towel after watching Bark- 
er take a real beating in that sec- 
ond round with Sturm raining 
right hand after right hand on 
Barker's head. It was a wise and 
compassionate decision by Sims. 

The fight may only have last- 
ed just over five minutes, but 
both fighters set such a blister- 
ing, brutal pace that it was ob- 
vious this was not going the 
distance. 

The hip injury obviously be- 
came the turning point of the 
fight and now Barker, who was 
out of action for 12 months af- 
ter previous hip operations, 
faces the prospect of having to 
hang up his gloves even though 
there was a return clause in the 
contract for this fight.
